Church and State. 

The following aJdioaa, which has heon 
preiented to the Archbishops and Bishops, 
bMbeen sent to the TimeatoT publication: 
"IV fhe Most Reverend aw' "^'-''■i Rrr^end 

th* Archbishops and BUihvpa •/ the 

Church of England. 

"We, the undersigned olorgj of the 
Churoh of England, being anxious to lo- 
tftin the relations of Church aud State 
which have so long existed in this country. 
Tttutnte to express to your Lordships as 
our Spiritual Fathers the great anxiety 
and distress which we feel at the present 
position of affairs. On the one side wo 
■eo coercive measures resorted to for en- 
forcing uniformity such as have been hap- 
pily unknown in this country for centur- 
ies, and on the other a dotormiuiition to 
endure any suffering rather than submit 
• to a jurisdiction which, rightly or wrongly, 
'5r>7''i( regarded as purely Hecular. Moreover, 
we are much impressed by the uusatis- 
factory character of the authority and 
arguments to which appeal is made in the 
controversies now distracting the Church. 
For while the Church of England _ to-day 
has the same right to decrea rites or 
ceremonies, and possesses the same nu- 
thoritr in controversies of faith, as the 
same Church had at any previous period 
in her history, appeal is now made, not 
to the living force of the Church, but to 
.erents and dooumenta which have them- 
'.- fielT^B' always been matters of oon- 
"fafoTeriiy. Believing, as we do, in the 
Presence in the Church of her Divine 
Head, we are convinced that what is _ re- 
quired is not the more interpretation, 
however, skilful, of existing law, but the 
living voice of the Church clearly la/iug 
down what the law shall be in the future. 
With this conviotioQ upon our minds, 
wa beg to nrge upon your consideration 
that in our opinion no peace can be se- 
onrad for the Cburoh nor oan her existing 
relation* with the State be loug^ contin- 
ued unless laws for the regulation of 
Divine Service, and for other spiritual 
matters of primary importance, are made 
i by an authority wbiuh both clergy and 
■ laity would feel binding upon conscience; 
. - and wo are equally satisfied that no au- 
. ■.• _vtl»ority will be considered thus binding 
"which does aot proceed from the Synods 
of the Church as well as from Parliament. 
In Baying this we must add that the legis- 
lation action of the Church is now para- 
lysed by the apprehensions that when the 
Synodioal Acts are submitted to Parlia- 
ment in the constitutional manner, 
material alterations may be made in them 
and that the final result may be seriously 
at variance^ with the intentions of the 
Synoj^i ■ and may ' bebome law without 
their consent. " We trust that your Lord 
ships will take these representations into 
your serious consideration, and in your 
wisdom devise measures to allay the anx- 
iety and distress which is now pressing 
upon Churchmen." 

Of this address, very influentially and 
namerously Bigned/tbe 'Rum Bays:— "It 
is one of the most extruordinary addressea 
which, even in these days of such docu- 
ments, have ever been seen. It is signed 
by names some of which command uni 
versal respect. The list of signatures is 
headed by the names which follow are 
those of the Dean of York, two distin- 
gni"hed Head Masters of Eton,and aerer- 
al well-known Deans, Canons, and Aroh- 
deaoonf." 

The Kitualists, adds the Times, would 
never have occasioned so much trouble 
had they been decisively discountenanced 
by such men as those who sign this ad- 
dress, and it might have been hoped that 
at length, though it were only at the last 
moment, something might have been said 
by the best members of the High Church 
party in favor of respect for the law, and 
m depreciation of the extravagances which 
have been committed. It will bo soon, 
however, with equal disitppoiutinent aud 
astonishment, that a course the very re- 
ir .^Terse of this had been adopted; thut the 
excesses of Ritualistic disobedience are 
palliated as a sort of creditable martyr- 
dom, that the measures adopted to upliold 
the law are disparaged, and that, in the 
name of Church and State, the Arclibish- 
op» and Bishops aroapjaealod to for noth- 
ing less than a complete revolution in the 
existing eooloaiastical order. Xotliiug 
more discouraging at the present crisis 
ooald well be conceiTod; and wo know 
ftriiotfwbetber it aggravates; or J, diminishes 
the misfortunes that'the address exhibits 
an inconsequence and confusion nnd state- 
ment of which it is diflicult to speak in 
terms of due respect to the distinguiBhud 
persons who have signed it.

Vienna, May..l.-T-The fPresse' re- 
ports that an Engiish ateaimer entering 
the harbor of Keribh without niBcessary 
precautions was totally destroyed by a 
torpedo. 

London, May 1. — The Twenty-ninth 
Regiment, stationed at Chatham, is or- 
dered to be made up to its war strength 
of nine hundred men. 

The corvette Spartan has taken a 
quantity of small arms from the tower 
to Malta aud is embarking shot, shell, 
nnd barracks' stores for Malta. The 
Cadiz will shortly embark three hun- 
dred tpns: of land ijeryioe guns and iron 
shields'fof tl/e 'fd'i'tifioatlbus' at Gibral- 
tar. 

Russia, at the request of the Rouman- 
ian governmeut.has declared the navi- 
gation of the Danube reopened, subject 
to certain local restrictions. A later 
telegram says the reopening of the 
Danube is primarily due to the very 
decided remonstrances of Austria. 

A Berlin correspoudeut states that 
Germany insists that the Russians now 
in Turkey be allowed to remain: Miere. 
Having undertaken their^ protection, 
Germany considers herself entitled to 
make this demaud. 

The coup whereby Russians seized 
Barbaroschi bridge was executedby the 
well known Gen. Scobeliff. 

A special from Pera says the Tvirk- 
ish ironclads are proceeding northeast- 
ward along the coast of the Blaok. Sea. 
At Poli Tarki^h:"rdiyer8 discovered 11 
torpedoes. " ■ 

LoNPON, Majr 2.— The British iron- 
clads Alexandria, Monarch, Swiftsure, 
Devastation and Hotnpiir- arrived at 
Corfu . Navigation of the Baltic is now 
open. 

It is reported that the Russian ad- 
vance guard reached Busi;o ou the 
railway between Bucharest and Galatz, 
The Russian advance is leisurely. 

New Yobk, May 2.— The Herald's spo 
cial says the Russians crossed the Pruth 
in an ordinary ferry boat, which occasion- 
ed a delay of three hours. Formidable 
earthworks have been thrown up at Vas 
touck, which commond the situation. 
The whole army is in motion in the Cau- 
CMUs. The army crossed the frontier at 
three different points. In all cases the 
BuBBiaoB are Bueoesaful in taking posi- 
tions without snrioas loss. 

The Turks are persecuting thBOhristians 
near Ismail and Galatz, and fugitives are 
arriving at the Litter place. 

The Russian te'ographio ngoncy an- 
nounces thut the Turkish Heet resumed 
the bombardment of Fort St. Nicholas 
The Turkioh.poBtB on, Asiatic frontier 
mostly surrendered without a blow. Rus- 
sians liud the population in Asia every- 
where friendly. 

Paius, May 2.— Reports are received of 
groat losses to Russians by fever and 
fatigue. 

TiFLis, May 2.— An oflScial Russian 
dispatch 8ay8.the;TurkjteJhiigai;ri8on nuni- 
btring 1,700 abandoned Bayazida on 

Monday leaving large quantities of ammu- 
nition. Ruseians occupied the town. 

Vienna, May, 2 —The convention be- 
tween Russia and Roumania for the transit 
of the Czar's army are considered by 
Austro-Hungary asa breach of neutrality, 
and the impression it has caused is such 
that from the aspect of affairs it seems 
doubtful whether the government will be 
able to resist much longer the manifesta- 
tion of public opinion in favor of inter- 
vonliuu. The press has never b«on so 
violvnt iu its language towards Ruasja. 

It is reported that the RussiBU forces 
have taken the fortress <of .iBi^asiidaVin 
Armenia. ' 

London, May 2 — The Telegraph, in a 
leading article, points toau omission from 
the declaraticu of neutrality issued by the 
British Qovornmtiit on Monday of a para 
graph wliich appeared iu the declaration 
when first published. It then contained 
tbo following: "We are firmly purposed 
and dotormiuod to abstain from any part, 
directly or indirectly, in the war now 
unhappily existing between these sover- 
eigns, and to maintain peaceful nnd 
friendly intercour.se with them." The 
Telegraph sayH tho oml^uinn <-un Imraiy 
1)9 accidental, uor under the oxcoptioiiiil 
circiiin.stunco of tho present war could the 
Govurumont bo expected to bind tho 
country to an unconditional pacific course. 

BucuAKEsT, May 2,— -An important mes- 
sage from Vienna gives the following ac- 
count of the bttttlo of Kars. The centre 
of th« Russian army, -lO.IJOO strong, under 
Molikoff.nttackt d iMukhtiir five miles from 
Kiirs, April 29th. Tiio Turks fought des- 
porutcly. The iliiHsiuna auiiportod by 
powerful artillery succeeded iu dislodging 
them from their position. Mukbtar culled 
out his reserves and attempted on the 30th 
to recover the lost ground with (50,000 
men, but was dofeutod and driven buck 
under the gnnn of Kars. Russian losses 
couhidorablo; tho.so of the Turks enor- 
iiii.n H. 

A lierlin dispatch reports that thePrince 
of Uouss has been inetrnoted to furnish 
iiuthontio proof at Constantinople that 
Russia is not pursuing a selfish object 
but will bo satisdod with tho amelioration 
of the condition of tho Christians iu Tur- 
key. After some victories the Czar would 
K.Toforu Ijc inclined to yield to the mo- 
diiition of tho powers. 

The Dai'/y .ftffie* understands that con- 
firrvatives will meet Glads ono's resolu- 
tion by a direct vote of oonfidencn in tho 
govern men t. 

Russia has stopped tho manufacture of 
giiH at all ports on tbo Black Sea, fearing 
a iionllagration in tlie event of bomb^rd-

^. The Wellington Troubles. 

- ,At. -the 'f dliofl Barracks, yosterclay, 
Judges Pemberton and O'Koilly sat to 
hear ohatgea preferred against certain of 
the mou of Wellingtoa growin/,' out of the 
recent troubles. The names of the accus- 
ed are Alex. Hoggan, James Phillips and 
James Thompson. Mr. Drake, inatructod 
by Mr. Theo. Davie, appeared for the 
pio5eoution; and Mr. 'Walkem, instructed 
hy Mr. HarriBon, for the defence. 

Mr. Drake, in oponiug the prosecution, 
sitid that the preaent charges grew out of 
the strike at tlia Wellington colliery. Mr. 
Dunsmuir had brought up men from San 
FrauciBoo on two oceasionsand these men 
'had been intimidated and sent back. 
Thirty,-^i(»'i&, Victoria. 42nd section, page 
lOG, makes this aoriminal offanco, punish- 
able with two years' imprisonment. Ho 
would prove that these men had been 
guilty of this. Then Mr. Dunsmuir had 
endeavored to gain posseasion of several 
buildings owned by him. Ho had appeal- 
ed to the law and the sheriff had been re- 
sisted. The defendants would be dealt 
with under the section named and also 
section 39. The following information 
was then read : 

INFORMATION. 

Of Thomas Harris, of Victoria, taken the 
3rd day of May, 1877, before tUe under- 
signed, one of Her Majesty's Justices of 
.'thesPea^e^.iii und fqr t^^e^said district of 
Bntisii Columbia, who saiththat from in- 
formation ht; had received ho has reason 
to believe and does believe that Alexander 
Hoggan, Jiimes Phillips and James 
Thompson, on the 13th day of April last, 
at Wellington, in the district aforesaid, 
did unlawf (illy qoDspire, with divers others 
idrptefc^ilri'aiaarobstraot'tbe.^'I^^ of 
» warrant for the recovery of a tenement 
duly issued out of tho County Court nt 
Nauaimo in a case of Diiusmuir & Go. vs 
David Hoggan, and that in purauanee of 
^an unlawful combination between the 
said Alexander Hoggan, James Phillip? 
and James Thompson to raise the price of 
wages attheY^ellington colliery ,Nanaimo, 
the said Alexander Hoggan, James Phil- 
lips and James Thompson did on the day 
and date afurosaid assault divers persons, 
they being sub-biiilifTs of the said County 
Court and duly acting in the execution of 
their duty. 

Mr. Walkom said there were two charges 
1^ jtncLth^t^iliis o^ld not be in one case. 
Tljelffrst otiiirgo i8''forlinIawfully conspir- 
ing with others to obstruct the bailiffs in 
the execution of their duty; the next is 
conspiring to raise the rate of wages. 
With regard to the warrant tbe mngistrates 
might alter if thoy wished; hut page 280 
of the statute with regard to duties of 

mentt slfiul not oe two-fold, ana taking 

this the warrant is wrong and should be 
amended. 

Mr. Drake said there might bo half-a- 
dozen complaints in one warrant, for tho 
atatato read only applied to summary 
convictions and therefore had nothing to 
;^do 'ijnth.^tbis case. An information is laid 
iland^a wai'Vant issued, and the justice may 
'find that one offence in the wirrant is not 
'proved and ina.' convict on the second, In 
this case it is impoasiblo to dofine on what 
conviction this cbarge rests without going 
■ into a largo ainonnt of evidence. 
, ,Mr. Walkem asked to have an objection 
Bptfld thi^t.t^^^^arr^nt i^oh two sepa- 
rate offences— one to resist the law, the 
other to raise tho rate of wages. 

Sheriff Harris being sworn said, in 
answer to Mr. Drako, that lie waft high- 
' bailiff of the County Court (uid sheriff of 
•Vancouver; ho received tho document 
, .produced (marked a warrant from County 
.'.^onrt of Nanaimo, dated 28tb March, 
1877) and in response proceeded to Na- 
nalmo on the .3rd April, and on tho 
following day went to Wellington; 
saw seventy or eighty of the miners and 
tried to get to thom give up possession 
peacably; bolieved he saw Thompson 
(one of tbo accused) there; ho gave thom 
notioo that ho Vja^.,,golog oat the next 
morning to take possession; ho went out 
with 'i men but did not go to Hoggaa's 
house that day; ho wont toFurnoss' houos 
and also to Thompson's auJ produced the 
I'- warrant for Thompson's house; tho door 
•was locked; pushed it opon; Thompson 
went out and ho (Sheriff HiirriB) took 
possession; there was a largo number of 
miners present; thoy did nothing that 
time to resist him, but his posse of men 
refused to work; he thou drove back to 
Nanaimo aud got 12 voluntoars (bine 
- jao'icets) and got possession of throe more 
■■'ohouseB, he could not got possession of 
more bouses t^s tbe nion wanted to go 
rKondiBi^ftS i» was fftur o'olock, There was a 
large crowd of men present tho whole of 
the time; he then came back to Victoria 
and raised another posse of men, 14 in all, 
and returned to Nuuaimo on tho 12th of 
April; these nion wine sworn in as special 
constables; on tlio 13tb ho got to Welling- 
ton and went to Hoggan's houeo (produc- 
ed warrant marked A) ; tho house was 
barricaded; broke opon tho door; ther« 
must have boon 70 or 80 minors presont; 
saw Alexander Hoggan; ho (Sheriff) hod 
demanded possession three times and bo 
asked Hoggan why ho had not given up 
possossiou, upon which ho (Hoggan) said 

<'^. U hiu^ and ovoryone olso before he 

sboijld lake anything out of his hpuqo;" 
be (Harris) then took throe of his rc^ou 
(Briggs, Gaskiu and Fisher) and told 
thom to tako tho things out of tho houso; 
Hoggan laid hold of him and tried to put 
him out of the house; Bomoono spoke to 
Boggan and ha lot go; tho crowd of min- 
erii outside drove all |.he (ii^lifrs away 
Ifqm tbe bo1:^• witE tbe ezoeipiion of two 



who were inside the house; a lot of min- 
ers came in and he (Harris) was obliged 
to leave the house; he then went down to 
Mr. Dansmair's bouse followed by tbe 
•rowd; did not get possession of that 
house; did not go back to those houses 
again, but believes ho wont to two oiher 
houses which were empty; then returned 
to Nannimo; saw Phillips (one of the ac- 
cused) in the crowd that day; saw him on 
the bridge; Philips was very active in the 
crowd ; camo back toiViotoria and return- 
ed to ^Janaimo on the29ih'of April;found 
three or four housoa that ho had taken 
possession of tho proriouB trip, reoccu- 
pied; be bad seven bailiffs and tho militia 
wont np,also, Mr. Todd and three polioe- 
mon; the names of the bailiffs on tho 13th 
wore James Prancis, Wm. Johnson Gas- 
kin, McSbelly, Oogan, Dovoreux, Betts, 
llriggH, Pinder, Clark, Loo, Fisher, 
Fernhougb, Parmer, and Edmonds; tho 
latter was not sworn in. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walkom — Went 
to Alex. Hoggan's house; had no warrant 
to turn out Alexander Hoggan but tho 
warrant A (produced) ; the warrant against 
David Hoggan was the one under which 
ho attempted to turn out Alexander Hog- 
gan, he (Hoggan) did not tell him tbatho 
was the Bole-lessee of thoilioase jr^rhe,. said 
that it was bis house and not David's; 
Hoggan's wife did not tell him that thero 
was a child dying in the house, iior ditl 
anyone else tell him so; did not recollect 
Mrs. Hoggau tailing him that it was her 
house; did not think ho had any warront 
against James Phillips or Henry Adams; 
he may have broken into Phillips' bouse, 
but rather thought ho did not; he turned 
out the occupants of several houses whore 
they were no recognized tonauts; some of 
the houses bad furniture in and some had 
not; turnod out everything; tho house in 
which Alexander Hoggan lived was point- 
ed out to him by his doputy.Isaao Brown, 
as the house he had to clear ..nnder tbe 
warrant against David Hoggan; -when he 
went into tho house ho handed Alexander 
Hoggan a copy of tho warrant for posses- 
sion; and ho (Hoggan) then told him that 
he was not David Hoggan, and also that 
the house was hia (Aloxauder's) ami be 
told him he would resist and did; could 
not say whether Alexander told him he 
(Harris) had no right in the house; did 
not recollect a conversation with Mrs, 
Hoggan;:Jie (HarriB)::.oould not say who- 
ther the crowd round were people be- 
longing to the housoa; there was no re- 
sistance on that day offered to him like 
that of AleianJer Hoggan; hia was tbe 
only house where ho (Harris) was assault- 
eJ; the hailiffi* were not assaulted in any 
of tho other bouses; be and the bailiffs 

were.a8Baalt«44>^4MM^7^^7 * ' P^^^ 
outside of tKe teneifients; but did not 'see 

Mr. Briggs assaulted; he was a bail iff and 
was in Hoggan's house with him (Harris) 
none of the persona now presont assaulted 
him outside the house or in'^ido with the 
exception of Hoggan; on the ■ith of April 
the men had suggested that ho should 
treat them and be had bought a keg of 
beer; it was about 1 or 2 o'clock when ho 
wont to James Dunsmuir's house; he 
oould not go on with his work because 
tho miners had driven away his men with 
the exception of two; thoy were driven 
out as far ns Mr. Dunsmuir's house; he 
sent Betts after the men, but they did not 
return; the miners were all there and 
would not lot his men return; Isaac Brown 
was there on the afternoon of tho 13th 
and showed him some of tbo tenements; 
did not knew that the bailiffs were sitting 
on the side of tUa road of their own ac- 
cord; could not say how many times he 
crossed the bridge which crosses a ravino 
in the vicinity of the house.-; could not 
say whether Phillips crossed with him; 
saw no assaults committad on the bridge 
on the 13th; did not sea James Francis 
assaulted by Thompson or any one else; 
some man asked bim whether he could 
not havo a man arrested for stealing he 
said yo8;"%ut told him that ho had the 
law and could appeal to it; could not tell 
who this man was. 

Be-examined by Mr. Drake — ^It was on 
tbe last oopa8ion'.tbat„witnes8;, tamed out 
the ocoapants of some bouse which ho 
had no warrant for; thoy were houses that 
had been rooccupied; on tho lirat two oc- 
casions ho had a warrant for every house 
he went to; on tho last occflsioii some of 
the bouses were rooccupied and ho took 
possession of these without a warrant. 

ByM^.-^alk^m^r^He ba^d no :^warrant 
for either Alexander Hoggan or' James 
Phillips. 

In answer to the Court witness said tho 
rosietanoo offered was laying bold of him, 
catching him round the waist and trying 
to push hiin out of the house. 

Alexander Dunsmnir being pworn stat- 
ed that ho was employed in'We Dhnsmnir 
&, Digglo mine; there was a strike thero: 
it took place in February last on account 
of tho miners wanting an increase of 20 
cents ft ton; he was present at a meeting 
of tho owners to reeeive a deputation from 
the minors; tho deputation was to inform 
tho owners that the colliers woold cease 
working unless they received an addition 
of 20 cents a ton; James Phillips repre- 
sented the miners, who wore told that the 
company could not afford to give thom 20 
cents a ton extra; his father told Phillips 
that if they woulil not work for a dollar a 
ton they wore to clean up and bring in 
their tools; the other members of the de- 
putation were Hoggan, Adams and Mc- 
Donald; witness wont down to San Fran- 
cisco to engage men and got 42; thoro 
wore 35 sent up before; be went up to 
Nanaimo witli these 42 men; they wero 
not allowed to go to work to his own 
knowledge; the men who wont up prior 
to this wore not at work; Alexander Hog- 
gnu was not a tsnant; David Hoggan was 
tho recognized tenant and ho paid tho 
rent; ho beliovod Alexander Hoggan liv- 
ed in the cottage witii David; it was de- 
cided by tho County Court .Tudgo at Na.n- 
aimo that David Hoggan wan tho tenant; 
ho was proBont on the 13th of April when 
tho miners wore all out; there vas a great 
deal of skirmishing going on; he ran over 
hut it was all over when ho got thero; ho 
saw the bailiffs driven off and went up to 
them; tho minors were sitting on tho track 
guarding tho road; there woro seven or 
eight bailiffs standing or sitting in front 
of his futlior's house; ho asked Iheni why 
thoy did not go back to the yiioriff and 
they said thoy could not got through tho 
crowd; after tho bailiffs had left his fa- 
ther's bouse tho crowd followed hooting 
and shouting for about of a mile; from 
what he saw it was imx^onsiblo for tho 
bailiffs to do their dut^; they did not ob- 
struct tho bailiffs coming back after tbe 
skirmishing, -V 

OrqsB-oxamined by Bfr. Walkem— Ho 
bad heard of tho charge of short weights 
about 3 montns before and a short time 
before tho strike; he had talked to th 
men about these and other matters; no 
complaint was made to him about short 
weights, bflt 1^0 believed complaints had 
beeii m^do to bis father and brother; three 



complained of the|8cal'98 and it was prov 
ed that tho oomijany were losing weight 
on the scales; shortly before the strike 
another complaint was made that tbe 
scales were out of order; he know nothing 
about tho scales to his own knowledge; 
hie father and brother had only said that 
tho scales wore wrong, hut did not state 
how much; he bad been pushed out of 
Olmntrers shop by the miners and their 
wives when be vWent there to make a 
skj^entJVtKliail^e^waft'^n^ abusing 
tbe men or their wives. 

Mr. Walkem—What had you beon dO' 
ing to cause the women to push you out, 
Mr. Dunsmuir did not know. 
Mr. Drake— You are evidently not a 
ladies' pet like my learned friend opposite, 
(Laughter.) 

Witness— Neither his father nor brother 
had been assaulted to his knowledge, nor 
had any damage been done to tho oolliory 
by tho miners. They have had two 
strikes there; ho thought there had been 
a strike at theVancouver mine some years 
ago. His brother James assists his father 
in looking after the mine; neither his 
father nor himself were in tho habit of 
threatening that they would put the men 
in prison if there was any difference be- 
tween them; ho was 400 or 500 yards from 
tho men when thoy woro skirmishing; he 
saw tho bailiff pushed off by Hoggan's 
houao and distinguished the 'bailiff from 
the minors at that distance; saw Mr. Fish- 
er's bat broken in; heard Ds^vid^'JEbggan 
in the County Court say that he was not 
a tenant of Mr. Dunsmuir's and had no- 
thing to do with the houao; did not hear 
Mr. Hpalding say that it would make no 
difference if the order went against him; 
did not hear Mr. Spalding advise thtit the 
case bo withdrawn and Alexander sued; 
heard David say that be was^.bparder in 
the house for a short time and fbiit he had 
left the promises; he als© heard Wm. Hog- 
gan say that it was Alexander's house, ho 
knew David paid the rent because he paid 
David his allowance once and deducted 
tho rent; but could not romomber tho 
month; ho know no more than his father 
stat jd that ho had let the house to David; 
did not hoar Mr. Knight say in Court that 
Mr. Dunsmuir had let the house to Mrs. 
Hoggan through her; he could not swear 
that the 42 men he took up to Nanaimo 
were not allowed to go to work ns he did 
not seo it: did not recollect Phillips go- 
ing to his father and ti-lling him that 
there was no necessity for constables as 
tho mon would leave the house quietlg. 

Re-examined by Mr. Drake — ^Tbe.depu- 
tation spoken of was before the ritrike and 
no f jectmonls bad beenoommencea at all; 
he Imd hoard several men say that thoy 
would not give up the houses. At the 
meeting he was pushed out by the men, 
women and children; ho heard no threats 
addressed to the minors who came up, but 
one man (Gannon) who came np threat- 
ened to UBO violence to anyone who went 
to work ; he said ho had beon paid to do bo. 

In answer to the Court witness said he 
did not point.out any.of .the!honBes to the 
Sheriff; there is niS otber hous'e occupied 
by anyone of tbe name of Hoggan. 

In answer to Mr. Walkem witness said 
ho know Alexander Hoggan was married 
and had chiklron, but did not know how 
many; did not know that David Hoggau 
was at Gabriola island at this time. 

In answer to. tbe Court witness said 
thero are three'bifothers — David, William 
and Alexander Hoggan; they all live to- 
gether and David paid the rent. 

Mr. Theodore Davie being duly sworn, 
said that ho was professionolly employed 
at Nanaimo with reference to the eject- 
ment notices; he recollected David Hog- 
gaa's case coming up; the defenbe was 
that Alex. Hoggan was tenant; he osllcd 
tho evidence ofMr. Dunsmuir and son Wil- 
liam to substauliato tho ovidonco, which 
was given on the other siJo to show that 
David was the person to whom the houso 
was originally lot; it was further proved 
that David had paid the rent except on one 
or two ddoasibas when tbe rent bad been 
deducted from Alexander's pay-sheet; the 
result of the case was that the Court de- 
cided that David was the tenant; a war- 
rant was thoroforo iasiied which referred 
to the premises. At a subsequent Court 
Mr. McElnienmado an applieation to set 
aside this decision, bnt it was refused. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walkem— Mr. 
11. Dunsmuir's evidence prored that tho 
house wai let to David Hoggan; he be- 
lieved there was aJdilional ovidonco pr:- 
duced in this oaso, but did not recollaot. 

John Seconds, being sworn, said that 
ho was a Frenchman, ho had beon engag- 
ed to work at tho Wellington mines; ho 
came from San Pranoisoo in February; 
about 32 mon came n^) at the same time; 
he took his tools and went to work on tbo 
Satnril.ty, and the boss told him to go 
away and como back on Monday; about 
o'clock on Sunday a big crowd of men 
uno down aud told him that he had to 
get out; ho told then that ho did not 
want to get out, but they told him again 
to get out and they all got into his room; 
they took his valiso and put it into a 
anoo and told bim to como; thoy told him 
that if ho did not go away thoy would kiil 
him; ono of tho other mon was sick and 
thoy took him by tho log and pulled him 
out; tho miners followed him to Nanai- 
mo; they would not let hi» friends work; 
ha recognized Phillips and Knight as bo 
ing amongst tbo crowd ; when ho got to 
Nanaimo sonio man who works for Mr. 
Dunsnmir, riding on a inule; asked bim to 
como back, but tho miners would not lot 
him work; thoy left Nanaimo that night; 
four of tho minors camo with thom and 
they got down to Victoria on Monday 
night; ono of tho four miners told them 
that thoy would pay thoir passage to San 
Francisco and did so, but they would not 
lot them work at Nonajmo; Knight was 
ono of the men who camo down in tho 
tbo canoo; ho gave him (witness) $15 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walkem — Ho 
know a man who speaks French and Ital- 
ian; he told him that he had belter go 
away or tho miners wonld thrash bim. 

Court here adjouroed.tiU 11 o'clock a 
m. to morrow. ' •
